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Torn. It may not perhaps, nor will the 
idea of parents and children ever be ſtrictly 
parallel with the connexion of Great Britain 
and America. Parents are inſtruments, in the 
hand of God, of giving their children ex- 
iſtence ; the Americans had exiſtence without 
our help, as a nation at leaſt. Children, in their 
infancy, can do nothing to ſupport themſelves ; 
the Americans have done much to ſupport 
themſelves, and enrich' us. But we are like 
ſome ſelfiſh parents, who are never ſatiaſed, un- 
leſs their children will ſacrifice themſelves at 
their altar ; only with this difference, that we 
are determined to ſacrifice the Americans at all 
events, which parents in general, unleſs ſtrangely 
unnatural, would ſcarcely. wiſh to do. In vain, . 
therefore, do we boaſt that we are the parent 
of the Colonies, while we endeavor to ſheathe 
our ſwords in their. bowels, This may deſtroy 
many of them; it will never make one of them 
affectionately obedient. 

PRII. It is ſaid, that the Americans arg 
the firſt aimed at independence, and throwing 
off the Britiſh yoke; and, if fo, I think them 
extremely culpable.
